Unemployment drops, sales up 


Economy shows growth signs, but fast recovery unlikely

WASHINGTON — The number of first-time claims 
for unemployment insurance fell in late October to the 
lowest level in more than two years and Americans’ 
productivity improved in the third quarter, the gov- 
ernment said Thursday in two upbeat economic 


reports. 


Separately, many major retail chains reported sales 
increases last month, raising hopes of store owners for 
the first good Christmas season since 1988. 

Economists were encouraged by the positive news 
but cautioned that economic growth, while showing 
signs of improvement, will not take off anytime soon. 

“The economy is beginning to grow more rapidly, but 
we still won’t have the kind of recovery that has fol- 
lowed past recessions,” said economist Bruce 
Steinberg of Merrill Lynch in New York. “Under those 
conditions, it’s going to take a while to get the unem- 


ployment rate down.” 


New claims for unemployment benefits in the week 
ended Oct, 24 totaled 360,000, down from 376,000 the 
week before, the Labor Department said. It was the 
lowest level since the week ended Aug. 4, 1990, soon 


after the recession began.

at 371,500, also was at a two-year low. 

Economists said declining benefit claims are a defi- 
nite sign of an improving labor market. However, they 
cautioned that the reduction might not translate 
immediately into a reduction in the unemployment 
rate, which was 7.5 percent in September, down from 
an eight-year high of 7.8 percent in June. 

“The layoffs are stopping, but outright hiring is not 
” said economist Elliott Platt of 
Donaldson, Lufkin & Jenrette in New York. “The out- 
look is just too uncertain right now for businessmen to 
take on new employees.” 

The Labor Department is scheduled on Friday to 
report the unemployment rate for October and the 
growth, if any, in the nation’s payrolls. In advance, 
analysts predicted an unchanged jobless rate but a 
small increase of around 25,000 jobs. 

In Thursday’s report on productivity, the depart- 
ment said output per hour of work increased at a 2.6 
percent annual rate during the July-September quar- 
ter. It was the sixth straight quarter that productivity 
advanced and the best in six months. It had risen 1.7 
percent in the second quarter. 


Escaped inmate suspect 
in 7-11 robbery 2 days

A reportedly dangerous Utah 
State prisoner who escaped 
Tuesday night is suspected to have 
robbed a Provo 7-11 convenience 
store early Thursday morning, said 
Dave R. Franchina, assistant direc- 
tor of the Utah Department of 
Corrections. 

A man matching the description 
of Keith Lamar Shepherd, 33, a for- 
mer resident of Spanish Fork, 
entered the 7-11 store at 222 W. 
300 South at approximately 1:30 
a.m. and told the clerk he had a 
weapon in his denim jacket, said 
Capt. Duane Frasier of the Provo 
Police Department. 

“The clerk didn’t see a weapon, 
but it may have been concealed,” 
Frasier said. 

The man told the clerk he was an 
escaped prisoner and demanded all 
the money in the store, Frasier 
said. The robber then took several 
food items and $35 from the cash 
register, according to the police 
report. 

Franchina said that Shepherd 
was convicted on four counts of 
aggravated robbery and one count 
of aggravated sexual assault. He 
was scheduled for the option of 
parole in February 2010. 

Shepherd is 5 feet 7 inches tall 
and weighs 130 pounds. He has 
brown hair, brown eyes, a cross tat- 
tooed on the middle finger of his 
left hand and two scars on his left 
thumb. 

Frasier said Shepherd is most 
likely travelling on foot because the 
7-11 clerk saw the man leave on 
foot rather than by car.

Franchina said prison authorities 
noticed Shepherd was gone at 
about 7 p.m.

Corrections authorities are 
exploring Shepherd’s possible 
escape routes, Franchina said. 
There was no trace of clothing or 
blood on the guard wire surround- 
ing the prison. He said once they 
capture Shepherd they will deter- 
mine how he escaped and reevalu- 
ate their security. 

“All possible resources are direct- 
ed toward finding Shepherd,” 
Franchina said.

lraq plays hide-and-seek with Scuds 


AMMAN, Jordan — Saddam Hussein is moving scores of Scud mis- 
siles around Iraq on camouflaged trucks so U.N. weapons inspectors 
can’t find them and has buried an unknown number of rocket boosters, 
Western officials and other sources say. 

One intelligence operative described it as a game of hide-and-seek. 

U.N. weapons inspection teams over the past 18 months have tracked 
down and dismantled much of Iraq’s nuclear, chemical and biological 
weapons programs as well as its surface-to-surface missiles with a range 
of 90 miles or more under terms of the Gulf War cease-fire agreement. 

American and U.N. officials suspect Saddam has stashed away some of 
the 819 Scud-B missiles he acquired from the former Soviet Union dur- 
ing the 1980-88 war with Iran, or the longer-range variants known as al- 
Hussein and al-Abbas, which Iraq developed.

U.S.-imposed tariffs will hurt Europe 


WASHINGTON — The Bush administration, seeking to force trade 
concessions for American soybean farmers, announced Thursday that it 
was imposing punitive tariffs on $300 million worth of European 
imports. 

The move would effectively triple the import price of a bottle of 
European white wine, and it threatened to set off a full-scale trade war 
between the United States and the 12-nation European Community. 

U.S. Trade Representative Carla Hills announced that effective Dec. 5, 
the tariffs on a 750-milliliter bottle of white wine from Europe would rise 
from seven cents to 200 percent of the prices paid by importers. 

American consumers would not likely feel the effects of the higher tar- 
iffs until January because many importers have stockpiled shipments in 
anticipation of such a move. 

Several importers said if the tariffs take effect, virtually all European 
white wines would disappear from American store shelves because the 
importers would cut off orders rather than risk being caught with expen- 
sive inventories they can’t unload at triple the current price.

West Valley City has offered to 
host the parade for free and has 
submitted a proposal to the Days of 
47 committee. 

“We certainly won't try to take it 
away from Salt Lake City,” 
Assistant City Manager Karen 
Leftwich said. “We won’t aggres-

The Days of 47 parade, one of the 
largest parades in the country, 
marks the 1847 arrival of Latter- 
day Saint pioneers in the Salt Lake 
Valley. 

The parade first began in 1848 
and has been done almost every 
year since. The 1992 parade had 
140 entries, including 62 floats, 
Hales said.
